No precise statistics relating to textiles are obtainable, but it is 
understood that a regular trade has been done in white and 
coloured fabrics, of fine qualities of artistic figured designs and 
quiet colouring; glaring, bright colours seem to be a thing of the 
past in-the Oporto market. Enquiries made of Custom-house 
brokers elicit the opinion that no large quantities of coloured 
cotton yarns of British manufacture seem to be imported, but 
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regular consignments arrive from Germany, got up with what is 
known as a silk finish. 

Sewing cottons were still imported in 1907, but very soon they 
will be made in Oporto. 

Woollen goods continue to be imported from the United King- 
dom to a certain extent, but only the better class dress goods. 

Linen yarns have a regular sale and are imported at different 
seasons, the finer and higher-priced kinds coming from Germany, 
and the cheaper kinds from Scotland.

; ;, regard to openings for trade in that district, 
Kitchen Utensils, that whienieas ake 1,342 kilos. of kitchen 

Cutlery, &c. utensils, &c., came from the United Kingdom 
in 1907, 13,661 kilos. were shipped by other countries, viz., 
Germany, France, Austria-Hungary, Switzerland and Belgium. 
More than half of the total quantity was sent by Germany, con- 
sisting for the most part of enamelled ware. There is every 
evidence of the desire of the various manufacturing countries to 
compete for the comparatively small trade in these articles. 
Quotations for them are given c.i.f. Almeria, which is of great 
benefit to the merchant, whereas British firms only quote delivered 
at the shipping port. Supplies of kitchen goods also come from 
Gijon, Bilbao, Barcelona and Cordoba. Im scissors the German 
product alone seems to have been introduced last year, while the 
supplies of table knives came from that country and from France. 
According to one of the principal hardware merchants, adds the 
Vice-Consul, the calls of British’ commercial travellers get fewer 
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and fewer. The Vice-Consul is of opinion, however, that a little 
nursing and fostering of the market, small though it be, might 
help to regain part of the trade which British manufacturers held 


before. 





ITALY (SICILY), 


The British Vice-Consul at Messina (Mr. A. J. Ogston) reports, 
Textiles with regard to openings for British trade there, 
Selita Tenn that the amount of cotton and linen goods im- 
eciaiaiainiaia tie ported into that port, although very small, is 
> “~~ steadily increasing, and there would seem to be 
a good market for these goods of fair quality and reasonable price. 
Germany and the United Kingdom are tbe two chief sources. The 
former sends mainly prints (from Miilhausen), chiffon, embroideries, 
table and household linen, imitation astrakhan, plush and muslin. 
The United Kingdom furnishes printed cottons, haberdashery, and 
printed organdie muslin, besides table and household linen and 
plain muslin. In the two last-named articles the United Kingdom 
is far behind Germany. 

Germany, France, and the United Kingdom furnish the bulk of 
the imports of silks. All three send sundry silk stuffs, Germany 
excelling in ribbons, embroideries and velvets, France alone sup- 
plying sateens, and the United Kingdom chiefly Liberty curtains. 

Like cottons, the quantity of woollen goods imported is small 
but steadily increasing. ‘I'he United Kingdom and Germany com- 
pete in the supply of cloth for men’s clothes and dress material for 
women, Germany leading. Serges come from the United Kingdom, 
merinoes from France, and woollen underwear, blankets and rugs 
from Germany. There is a good market for the last-named articles, 
of the style of the Scottish plaid, which are worn by the peasants 
in Messina over their shoulders and round their necks. 

The Vice-Consul further reports that the imports of iron and 
steel (1,114 tons) in 1907 have exceeded those of any of the five 
preceding years. These goods come chiefly from Belgium and 
Germany. 

Agricultural machinery comes entirely from the United States 
of America v1é@ Milan or Genoa. 

The. importation of nickelled tin trays and galvanised iron 
buckets, saucepans, &c., is capable of expansion. Enamelled pots 
and pans, of which a considerable quantity is imported, come 
almost exclusively from Bavaria and Austria-Hungary, one firm in 
Bavaria holding almost a monopoly of the market. Dealers and 
importers state that the British enamelled ware, though excellent, 
is too expensive. The china, porcelain and pottery imported into 
Messina comes entirely from North Italy ; the giass and crystal 
market is chiefly supplied from Lyons in France and St. Louis in 
Alsace.

DEPARTMENTAL COMMITTEE ON TRADE RECORDS. 


The first meeting of the Committee appointed to consider how 
far any change is desirable in the form in which the trade accounts 
of this country are published as regards the countries from which 
imports are received and to which exports are consigned (see ‘‘ Board 
of Trade Journal” of 16th April, p. 125), was held at the Offices of 
the Board of Trade, Whitehall Gardens, S.W., on the 7th May, Sir 
Robert Giffen, K C.B., F.R.S., being in the Chair. The other 
members of the Committee present were Mr. H. Birchenough, 
C.M.G., Mr. R. F. Crawford (Commissioner of Customs), Mr. 
Wynnard Hooper and Mr. G. J. Stanley, C.M.G. (Deputy Comp- 
troller-General of the Commercial, Labour and Statistical Depart- 
ment of the Board of Trade), with Mr. W. F. Perrett, of the Board 
of Trade (Secretary). The Committee discussed various matters 
connected with their future proceedings.

BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 


Calais—H.M. Consul at Calais (Mr. C. A. Payton, M.V.O.) 
states, in regard to the possibilities of British trade with that 
district, that there is a small local consumption of such British 
goods as groceries, ham and bacon, tea, spirits, stationery, boots 
and shoes, &c., but not much apparent opening for extension. In 
coal importation there has been some increase. 
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The Consul goes on to say that lists of coal importers and of 
merchants and manufacturers in various lines are frequently asked 
for and supplied, but it is evident that little, if any, new business 
is likely to result in a foreign country from the sending of circulars, 
catalogues and price lists, especially when, as is too generally the 
case, they are not in the language of the country and quote only 
British prices, weights and measures. 

In the Consul’s opinion, visits of energetic, properly equipped 
commercial travellers speaking the language might more likely be 
productive of practical results in important industrial and com- 
mercial centres. 


Kurdistan.— H.M. Vice-Consul at Diarbekir (Mr. W. B. Heard) 
states that the question of opening up trade relations with that 
district might be studied by British firms in Baghdad and Mosul. 
The country is potentially productive, though at present much dis- 
turbed. The chief exports are sheep, goatskins, leather, gall-nuts. 
and gum-tragacanth. Good land for cotton is reported in the 
Redyan and Bohtan districts, and various metals, coal and petro- 
leum are said to exist in the Shirvan and Eruh Cazas. 


Japan.—Hi.M. Commercial Attaché in Japan (Mr. E. F. Crowe) 
states that a leading feature in the trade of that country during 
the past few years has been the increasing proportion of foreign 
trade which has found its way into the hands of native importers 
and exporters, thus avoiding the foreign merchant houses who 
were at the first instrumental in building up Japan’s oversea 
commerce. One of the causes which has produced this result is 
to be found in the financial assistance which the Government 
affords to native traders through the medium of the Yokohama 
Specie Bank. Another cause is the desire which European and 
American manufacturers evince to get into direct trade relations 
with the natives. In some lines perhaps this may be profitable, 
especially at the beginning, but as.a general rule, says Mr. Crowe, 
it can be said that British manufacturers will in the long run find 
it more satisfactory to entrust their interests to one of the many 
reliable British firms to be found in Japan. 

A point which is worth consideration in this connection is that 
of fire insurance. Probably the majority of the native dealers 
insure with the Japanese fire insurance companies, and as these 
companies re-insure largely amongst themselves and do not 
apparently take into consideration the ‘conflagration risk,” it 
would be as well for British manufacturers and merchants who 
have granted credits to Japanese to devote some attention to 
finding out whether the risks are covered by a company which 
could pay in case of a really big fire in Yokohama, Kobe, Osaka or 
Tokio. 

British merchants, continues Mr. Crowe, should not fail to note 
that the quickest way to mail their letters to Japar is vid Siberia. 
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The Canadian service is almost as fast, but cannot compare with 
the other in frequency ; merchants should, therefore, make a point 
of obtaining the latest information on this subject. Furthermore, 
adds Mr. Crowe, enquiries are often received from manufacturers 
and merchants at home who merely ask for the names of the prin- 
cipal firms handling certain lines of goods in Japan. Except in 
cases where any special information is required, it would save a 
good deal of time if the said manufacturers and merchants 
would apply to the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the 
Board of Trade, 73, Basinghall Street, E.C., for the names of the 
leading British firms in Japan. Most of them have offices in 
London, and business might be. arranged immediately to the 
advantage of both parties. Otherwise two or three months must 
elapse before the firms are placed in communication with each 
other. 

With regard to commercial travellers, Mr. Crowe states that most 
of those who visit Japan are not responsible representatives of the 
different makers or firms whose samples they are carrying about. 
They are usually doing business purely on a commission basis, and 
any orders they may secure on samples which have been supplied 
to them are always: subject to specific confirmation by the home 
firm. In such cases it is doubtful whether the engagements they 
enter into are legally binding on the principals, unless they carry 
with them a power of attorney. It is therefore advisable that 
travellers who are sent out should be specially authorised to do 
business on behalf of their principals. 


FOREIGN TRADE OF THE UNITED KINGDOM IN 
APRIL, 1908.* 


I—GENERAL. 

The trade returns for April, 1908, when compared with those 
for the corresponding month of 1907, show decreases in the value 
of the Imports into the United Kingdom, and also in the value of 
the Exports, both of the produce and manufactures of the United 
Kingdom, and of Foreign and Colonial merchandise. 

The value of the Imports in April, 1908, was 47,099,912/., 
a decrease of 9,682,792/., or 17:1 per cent., as compared with 
April, 1907, whilst the total Exports amounted to 37,478,5661., 
or a decrease of 6,608,198/. The Exports of the produce and 
manufactures of the United Kingdom alone show a decrease of 
3,711,528/., or 10°8 per cent., as compared with April, 1907, whilst 
there is a decrease of 2,896,6701., or 30 per cent., in the Exports 
of Foreign and Colonial merchandise.

V.—SHIPPING IN APRIL, 1908. 


The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes, during 
April, 1908, amounted to 3,182,557. tons, and the tonnage 
cleared to 4,570,040 tons, as against 3,420,727 tons entered, and 
4,637,385 tons cleared during April, 1907. With regard to 
the coasting trade, the tonnage entered with cargoes during 
April, 1908, amounted to 2,622,658 tons, and the tonnage 
cleared to 2,597,347 tons, as against 2,525,558 tons entered, and 
2,510,495 tons cleared in April, 1907. 


VI—FOUR MONTHS’ SHIPPING (JANUARY-APRIL). 


The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes, 
during the four months ended 30th April, 1908, amounted to 
12,355,531 tons, and the tonnage cleared to 17,683,804 tons, as 
against 12,664,163 tons entered and 17,755,283 tons cleared during 
the corresponding period of 1907. With regard to the coasting 
trade, the tonnage entered with cargoes during the four months 
ended 30th April, 1908, amounted to 10,541,639 tons, and the 
tonnage cleared to 10,424,118 tons, as against 10,243,548 tons 
entered and 10,096,022 tons cleared during the corresponding 
period of 1907.

bituminous coal paying a higher rate, and that the law would not 
throw upon the importer the burden of separating the slack from 
the other coal, when it appeared that the relative proportions of 
the two could be fixed by the Customs officers by testing a single 
tub. 

Sea stores — Coal transferred to another vessel.—tCoal is not 
‘sea stores ” within the meaning of section 17, Navigation Act of 
3rd March, 1897, providing that “sea stores . . . may be 
transferred . . . from one vessel to another vessel of the same 
owner without payment of duties.” 

Sea stores are the supplies of different articles provided for the 
subsistence and accommodation of the ship’s crew and passengers. 

Coloured cotton cloth — I'igured cottons.— The provisions of 
paragraphs 305-9 of the Tariff for “ coloured” cotton cloth do not 
include cloth which has coloured figures but in which the founda- 
tion fabric is not coloured, even though the figures are so extensive 
as nearly to hide the warp and filling threads and give the effect of 
a coloured tabric.

Fruit in spirits.—Paragraph 263 of the Tariff, providing with 
respect to fruit in spirits a duty ‘“‘ on the alcohol contained therein 
in excess of ten per centum,” was intended to include all alcohol in 
excess of 10 per cent., whether absorbed by the fruit or super- 
natant. 

China clay.—In determining the weight of china clay, which is 
dutiable per ton under paragraph 93 of the Tariff, no allowance 
should be made for such moisture as is found in the clay in its 
ordinary commercial condition; but if an abnormal amount of 
moisture be present duty should not be paid upon the excess over 
normal moisture. In assessing on china clay in casks the duty per 
ton provided by paragraph 93, the Government is not bound by 
the trade custom of regarding a cask as half a ton, but mav base 
the duty on the actual contents.

RUSSIA. 


The British Vice-Consul at Mariupol (Mr. W. 8. Walton) reports 
that pilotage into and out of that harbour was 
as ae introduced during the past season, and this 
Puisory = OMe’ year (1908) it is proposed to make it compul- 
ot Marinpel. sory for all foreign steamers and for Russian 
boats of over 3,000 tons d.w. This measure had not (at the date 
of the Consul’s report) been confirmed by the Imperial Govern- 
ment, and until such takes place the services of the pilots are 
optional. It is proposed that the pilots should meet the steamers 
on arrival off the port and take them into the harbour; on de- 
parture they have to be taken through the channel into deep water.

The British Vice-Consul at Kertch (Mr. R. Michell) states, with 
Hints to reference to shipping at that port, that masters 
Masters of Ships before leaving Kertch Straits for Arabat should 
leaving Kertch.” °° that the Customs official told off for 
5 ’ dnty with the ship is provided with a stamp 
for replacing seals, should it so happen that stores given out by 
the Customs at Kertch run out. There was such an instance in 
1907, and the master was not allowed to draw out fresh stores on 
the ground that the official on board had no stamp to replace seals. 
Meat can only be procured at a village 19 miles from the road- 
stead. It has now been arranged that in similar instances the 
official shall be provided with the necessary stamp, but it is for 
masters to see that this is not overlooked, otherwise inconvenience 
and expense will arise from neglect of this precaution. 

In view of two cases which occurred during 1907 in connection 
with pratique, it is as well to mention that masters expose them- 
selves to a fine of 100 roubles if they attempt to pass through the 
channel outward bound without awaiting the visit of the Customs ; 
pratique is given opposite the fortress, and not at the Yenikale 
end of the channel. It does sometimes arise that, owing to rough 
weather, the Customs are unable to proceed to the ships awaiting 
pratique in Kertch roads, the only remedy for this being a sea- 
going tug, which they do not possess.

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ITALY (SICILY). 


With reference to the notice on p. 306 of “ Board of Trade 
Postal Packet Journal” of 7th May, respecting a postal 
i ontsin tehinaee steamship service between Naples and Sicily, 
Waples and Sicily H.M. Consul at Palermo (Mr. 8. J. A. Churchill, 
‘ M.V.O.) reports that tenders for the carriage of 
mails and navigation between the mainland of Italy and the 
Islands and coast, consisting of sixteen services, were to be opened 
in Rome on the dth May last, but no tenders were received owing 
to a combination amongst the Navigazione Generale Italiana, the 
Veloce, Veneziana, Italia, Napolitana, and Fluviale lines. ‘These 
companies had written to the Minister of Posts submitting that 
obligations were too heavy in comparison with the compensation, 
and that they were unable to lay tenders before him. Line No. 
16, Ravenna—Trieste and Ravenna—Fiume, was the only one 
assigned, By the law of the 5th April, 1908, the Government is 
authorised within a month to concede any group of lines or each 
one to private enterprise on the same conditions as advertised. 
After the expiry of the month referred to, failing any offers or 
arrangements for the service by private enterprise, the Government 
shall hand over certain of the principal groups to the State Railway 
Administration, and the others shall be assigned to such conces- 
sionnaries as may be found for them. 

Mr. Churchill adds that the State Railway Administration have 
no vessels available for the purpose, and the only possible solution 
would seem to lie in time-chartering Italian or foreign ships until 
suitable steamers can be built. 





The British Vice-Consul at Messina (Mr. A. J. Ogston) desires to 
warn shippers of grain to that port that, during 
the process of unloading and transporting the 
cargo to the Customs weighing scales, a good 
deal of pilfering goes on. This petty thieving, which by constant 
repetition becomes serious, is carried on in spite of the efforts of 
the Customs guards and of the ships’ officers. 

In one instance the master of a British steamer sent a written 
complaint to the Vice-Consul in which he stated that he calculated 
that several pounds worth of cargo had been stolen. It would be 
well for masters, adds Mr. Ogston, in all similar cases, to send a 
written statement to the British Vice-Consulate requesting that 
the proper authorities may be informed, as neither the principal 
Customs officials nor the Consular Officer can know of such matters, 
‘unless the circumstances be duly notified by the parties interested.

UNITED KINGDOM. 


A formal investigation was held in the Town Hall, Poplar, on the 
30th April and Ist May into the circumstances 
attending a boiler explosion that occurred at 
Millwall on the 23rd August last. The Com- 
missioners found that the explosion was caused 
by the weakness of a plate of the boiler due to corrosion. The 
owner, the factory engineer and the foreman of the works were held 
to blame for negligence and were ordered to pay 30l., 151. and 51., 
respectively, towards the cost of the investigation.

MEXICO. 
The British Vice-Consul at Colima (Mr. D. G. C. MacNeill) reports 
g that the village of Cuyutlan, situated on the sea- 
oy Sorry some 20 miles south-east of Manzanill 
of Cuyutlan. coast some miles south-east of Manzanillo, 
on the railway to Colima, is the centre of the 
salt industry of that State. The annual output of salt is about 
110,000 tons. The salt is obtained by evaporating the water, 
which has been previously filtered through earth, and it is per- 
fectly clean and pure. It is sent to the interior, first 36 miles by 
rail, then 72 miles on muleback and then nearly 200 miles by rail 
to Guadalajara, the principal market and distributing centre. 
Other salt marshes and deposits producing salt in various parts of 
the Republic name their highest grade ‘ Colima salt,” after the 
Cuyutlan brand. The salt season begins about the end of Feb- 
ruary and lasts until the rainy season sets in, 7.c., about the middle of 
June. 





JAPAN, 

H.M. Commercial Attaché in Japan (Mr. E. I’. Crowe) reports that 
Exvort of the exports of machinery from that country con- 
eaten tinue to advance, the total in 1907 (242,000/.) 

- showing an increase of 92,000/., or 61 per cent. 
over the preceding year, and of nearly 250 per cent. over the average 
of the last five years. ‘The bulk consists of cotton gins and 
printing machines which go to China, but Japanese workshops are 
now turning out various other kinds. Many of them may be fairly 
described as copies, more or less accurate, of foreign models. 

Some power looms, for instance, made for home use and for the 

China market, appeared, says Mr. Crowe, to be little more than 

clumsy imitation of British looms. On the other hand, it must be 

admitted that Japanese are often very clever in thinking out and 
executing labour-saving appliances. In a violin factory at Nagoya, 
where some 8,000 instruments are annually turned out, ranging 
in price from 4s. to 12l. a piece, there were several simple machines 
at work, all, it is stated, invented by the proprietor and his 
employees, while it must be remembered that most of the tea- 
firing machinery used in the country is also admittedly of 
Japanese invention.

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YARNS AND TEXTILES. 


GERMANY, 


The British Vice-Consul at Chemnitz (Mr. F. H. Felkin) reports 
that a serious depression in the cloth weaving 
districts of Glauchau, Meerane, &c., has taken 
place. The cotton spinning industry had every- 
thing in its favour during 1907 and was able to 
dictate terms and prices at will. By limiting contracts to the 
counts best suited to the mill the most of the production could be 
made. The unpunctuality of the deliveries drove consumers to 
making contracts far in advance—it is asserted in some cases 
extending to the spring of 1909. At the present time (March, 
1908), says the Vice-Consul, many spinners have their production 
contracted for up to September, but, failing to get sufficient par- 
ticulars, offer yarns for present delivery at considerably reduced 
figures. It is difficult to foresee the ultimate outcome of a con- 
dition produced by over-speculation; even the lower quotations of 
to-day are received without confidence, and the situation is further 
complicated by the heavy engagements which some yarn merchants 
are under. ‘l'hese will be forced to realise at whatever the current 
price is, and are less likely to do business the more quickly spinners 
are able to deliver. 


In the Chemnitz market the crisis has shown conspicuously how 
largely the industry has adapted its machinery to the one market, ~ 
and as a result the sudden stagnation has produced a condition of 
heavy stocks which can only be realised at a loss, and which will 
tend to retard normal demand till absorbed. Contracts for depre- 
ciated materials and a disposition to provoke strikes or lock-outs 
for the sake of curtailing production and reducing hours of labour 
are features of the day. 


The worst conditions prevail in lace openwork and plain 39 and 
42 gauge goods, in which the production has increased enormously, 
and for which no market, except the United States, has extensive 
use. In these goods surprising values will doubtless be shown in 
the course of the year. 


On the other hand, Jacquard and striped goods are in excellent 
demand, being popular in most markets ; the production, too, has 
strict limits. As many hand-embroidered goods as could be 
produced were easily absorbed. — 


A new automatic loom has been invented in Chemnitz for weaving 
linings stiffened by horse-hair. Up to now the horse-hair had to be 
introduced by hand. The new invention consists in an appliance 
that picks up the horse-hair and adjusts it as required for weaving.

PORTUGUESE EAST AFRICA. 
H.M. Consul at Lourengo Marques (Mr. R. C. F. Maugham) reports 
that interesting experiments in cotton cultiva- 


BR noe - tion have been proceeding for some time in 
, Gazaland, and have produced satisfactory 
Experiments. 1 


results. One successful case is that in which 
an acre was planted as an experiment on the Umbeluzi River, 
some 20 miles from Lourengo Marques. Tle ground was pre- 
pared and planted, and thereafter no extravagant amount of care 
seems to have been lavished upon it. The crop was picked by 
unskilled natives nine months afterwards, when it was found that 
the yield amounted to 463 lbs. of cotton and 1,364 lbs. of seed. 
The former, unpressed, and somewhat discoloured, was sold at 
7d. per lb. on arrival in the United Kingdom, where it was found 
to be of excellent quality and staple. 

The British Vice-Consul at Chinde (Mr. 8. H. Fletcher) reports 
that the Société d’Etudes d’Entreprises Cotonniéres au Zambése 
has been formed to ascertain by experiment the feasibility of pro- 
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ducing cotton in the Zambesi valley at a profit, the species of 
cotton most suitable to the locality, and the best means of culti- 
vating it. The society has a capital of 10,000/., one-third of 
which is Portuguese and two-thirds French. The plantation is at 
Bompona, situated on the Island of Inhamgoma, in the Zambesi. 
All the best varieties of cotton are being experimented with. 
Should the result be satisfactory after successive experiments 
during two or three years, a company will be formed to grow 
cotton on a large scale. 

The Acting British Vice-Consul at Beira (Mr. W. Robinson) 
reports that the Mozambique Company’s agricultural expert is 
trying all varieties of cotton on a new plantation near that port. 
So far there is but little promise of success, judging by previous 
experiments, but sufficient data are not yet obtainable to determine 
which, if any, is the best paying variety. Irrigation will have to 
be adopted to grow cotton on a large scale, the rainfall being most 
irregular and uncertain. 





ITALY (SICILY). 
H.M. Consul at Palermo (Mr.8.J. A. Churchill, M.V.O.) reports that 
a new experimental agricultural institute is to 


pete be created at Palermo to include the practice 
arm oat of agricultural chemistry, public analysis, viti- 


_ culture and the manufacture of wine, vegetable 
pathology and entomology, agricultural machinery, &c. The 
present Instituto Zootechnico and the vine nursery, now separate - 
establishments, are the dependencies of the new Government 
Institute. The Institute will contain an up-to-date deposit of 
agricultural and horticultural plant.

GERMANY. 


Ii.M. Representative at Darmstadt (Mr. F. D. Harford) reports 
that a company has beer’ formed at Cassel for 
the purpose of manufacturing glass telegraph 
poles. The capital is to be 90,0001., sufficient 
for an annual output of 60,000 poles. The 
patent rights cost 15,000/., with a royalty of 
2s. per post sold. It is stated by the company 
that poles of 28 feet in length can be manufactured at a cost of 
15s. (including the royalty). An experimental line of glass tele- 
graph poles, with eleven wires, on a much frequented public 
highway stood the test most satisfactorily, and it is pointed out 
that such poles do not rot like wooden ones, nor rust and need 
painting like iron ones.

According to a memorandum received from H.M. Embassy at Paris, 
it appears that neither the Law of August, 1905, 
nor the Administrative Regulations of Septem- 
ber, 1907, define ‘‘ wine brandy ” otherwise than 
brandy produced from the juice of the grape, and the question as 
to the amount of impnrities that it may contain still remains 
to be settled definitely. It was suggested in a Ministerial Circular, 
dated July, 1907, that this amount should be 40 per cent., 
and at the recent Congress of Chemists at Paris it was proposed 
that this percentage should be accepted. It is, therefore, con- 
sidered probable that the Government will, in future, allow wine 
brandy to be classified as such if it contains 40 per cent. of 
impurities, subject to expert analysis and under guarantee of a 
certificate of origin. Only brandies derived from grapes of the 
Charente and Charente-Inférieure which do not contain more 
than 40 per cent. of impurities would, consequently, be termed 
“ Cognac.”
